Aaron,  Paul  and  Jarreau,  in  their  relentless  quest  for  a  soccer 
championship;  Ryan's  quite  pursuit  of  math  competition  supremacy;  Dean  and  Ryrie's 
commitment  to  a  basketball  title;  Tonya's  quiet  dominance  in  every  sports  arena  into  which  she 
ventured;  Richard,  Alex  and  Meghan's  ground-breaking  artwork;  Tex  Ryan's  sudden  emergence 
as  a  star  on  the  rugby  pitch;  Mahmood,  Laura  and  Adam's  awesome  performances  in  Anything 
Goes;  and,  finally,  Debbie  Schwartz  who  convinced  the  Rotary  Club  to  award  an  exchange 
scholarship  after  they  decided  not  to,  and  then  so  impressed  them  that  they  gave  it  to  her.
